Britain Tidy, which gives Green 
Flag Award status to the best 
open spaces in the country. 

Vicky Park came out on top 
against competition from 1,482 
Green Flag sites. The park 
retained its Green Flag Award 
earlier this year. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
"I am delighted Victoria Park has 
reclaimed its title as the UK's 
best loved open space. It is 
our flagship park and a fantas- 
tic asset which is enjoyed by 
thousands of visitors and resi- 
dents alike." 


Cllr Shafiqul Haque, cabinet 
member for culture, added: "The 
council works hard to ensure all 
parks and open spaces are main- 
tained to an excellent standard. 

"I would like to congratulate 
the parks team for their dedi- 
cation and commitment as our 
parks provide essential recre- 
ation, play and leisure facilities." 

Victoria Park, which was giv- 
en a £12 million revamp in 2011, 
boasts 86 hectares of lush green- 
ery as well as a boating lake, 
bandstand, two children's play 
areas and a Wheelpark.

As the lead partner of 
LinkAge Plus, it was a real en- 
couragement to see more than 
250 people from all over Tower 
Hamlets coming together for 
food, made-to-order smoothies, 
back massages, tai chi and chair- 
based exercise. Everyone seemed 
to enjoy it, our eldest visitor was 
a 103-year-old gentleman! 


"Staff from across the LinkAge 
partnership helped out, along- 
side volunteers and students 
with learning disabilities from 
the Tower Project, who are start- 
ing a one-year placement, whilst 
studying for the Level 1 health 
& social care qualification.” 


The day was a culmination of 
numerous events across London 
for Older People's Day, which fell 
on October 1. 

The international day was 
created to recognise and cele- 
brate the achievements that 
older people make to society.

Pupils delighted with facilities as mayor 
officially opens state-of-the art buildings

MAYOR Lutfur Rahman formally 
opened the £30 million new Bow 
School last week in front of 
delighted students and staff. 

The capacity of the school has been 
more than doubled and the extra space 
has allowed the former boys' school to 
take in girls for the first time. It has also 
opened a sixth form. 

Head teacher Cath Smith said: “The 
wonderful new building provides a 
fantastic and stimulating learning 
environment for our children.” 


The council worked with building firm 
Bouygues UK to deliver the new school, 
at Bow Lock, on time and on budget. 

Mayor Rahman said: “The new Bow 
School is a wonderful achievement and 
a shining beacon of the investment we 
have made in our young people. 

“Students at Bow School have been 
performing brilliantly for years in 
sub-standard buildings; now they have 
the state-of-the-art facilities they deserve 
they will be able to reach even greater 
heights.” 

The completion of the new school 
means that over the past few years, the

council has refurbished or rebuilt all of 
the borough's 18 secondary schools at a 
cost of more than £300 million, through 
the government's Building Schools for 
the Future programme. 

Cllr Gulam Robbani, cabinet member 
for education and children's services, said: 


“The schools in Tower Hamlets have an 
international reputation for excellence 
and the investment in new buildings is 
proven to be a key part of this success.” 

The environmentally friendly build- 
ings include rooftop sports spaces, and 
separate dining pavilion and assembly 
hall blocks. The assembly hall doubles 
as a 350-seater theatre. 

Students are delighted with their 
new surroundings. Ayesha Dipti, 11, 
said: “I love the school, it's fantastic.” 

Iliyas Uddin, also 11, was particularly 
impressed by the sports area. 

He said: “The pitches are really spacious 
and it's guaranteed you will always 
have fun when you're on them. The 
view is amazing.”

A wreath of poppies was 
presented to the Queen who 
later attended a service in 
the Tower’s newly 
refurbished Chapel Royal of 
St Peter ad Vincula, which 
dates back to the early 1500s.

CCTV operators 
foil j ewel thieves

OUlCK-thinking CCTV 
operators helped foil an 
attempted daylight 
smash-and-grab raid in 
Bethnal Green. 

Thieves on motorbikes 
smashed through the window 
of Attenborough Jewellers in 
Bethnal Green Road with a 
sledgehammer before escap- 
ing with jewellery and wat di- 
es worth £15,000 on the 
morning of October 9. 

Members of staff dialled 
999, which resulted in a quick 


response by the police and the 
council's CCTV staff. 

CCTV operators were able to 
follow their escape route and 
lead a police firearms unit to the 
raiders as they made off, result- 
ing in arrests and the recovery 
of the stolen goods. 

During the attempted escape 
the operators noticed the gang 
had swapped their motorbikes 
for getaway vehicles. 

Three men were arrested 
when the thieves were caught 
by police. 

Cabinet member for com- 
munity safety, Cllr Ohid Ahmed, 


said: "This is the second time 
CCTV in the Bethnal Green area 
has recently helped bring rob- 
bers to justice. 

"It shows just how hard we 
are working to make the bor- 
ough a safe place to live, work 
or visit." 

Four men have been bailed 
until mid-December. 

Six months ago there was a 
similar incident in Bethnal 
Green Road at a different 
jeweller's shop when CCTV 
operators were able to track the 
suspects and assist in finding 
the stolen goods.

THOUSANDS of health 
workers took part in their 
first strike over pay in more 
than 30 years last week. 
Nurses, midwives (pictured 
above) and ambulance staff 
were among those involved 
in the action on Monday, 
October 13, including 
workers at the Royal London 
Hospital in Whitechapel. 
Unison and the Royal 
College of Midwives (RCM) 
were two of seven trade 
unions that took part from 
7-iiam in a dispute over the 


government's refusal to give 
NHS workers a one per cent 
pay rise. 

RCM members have never 
before taken strike action. 
However, disruption to 
NHS frontline services 
was minimised after 
unions agreed staff would 
make sure emergency care 
was covered. The action was 
followed by four days of 
work-to-rule, which ended 
on Friday. Staff refused to 
work overtime without extra 
pay and took their breaks. 


Military personnel and 
police were on hand to 
help ambulance services 
where needed.

Have your say on 
2omph speed limit 


RESIDENTS have until 
the end of the month to 
comment on council pro- 
posals to reduce the speed 
limit across the borough 
to 2omph. 

The limit would be imple- 
mented on all roads except 
the A12 and the Limehouse 
Link/ As pen Way. 

Around 85 per cent of the 
borough is already within local 
2omph zones and the majority 
of these areas have experienced 
a reduction in the number of ca- 


age more walking and cycling. 

The Red Route Network, man- 
aged by Transport for London 
(TfL), will also be considered for 
speed reductions through nego- 
tiation between the council 
and TfL. These roads include the 
A11, Burdett Road and A13. 

Other areas that have im- 
plemented a 2omph limit have 
shown that roads have not 
become more congested 
through the reduction, as some 
had feared.

Let s hear it for the girls 

Youngsters' message on mistreatment around the world

YOUNG campaigners in 
Bow played their part in a 
worldwide movement 
against the abuse and 
mistreatment of girls. 

A graffiti workshop formed 
the centrepiece of a day held to 
mark International Day of the 
Girl on Saturday, October 11. 

The event, at Fern Street Set- 
tlement near Devons Road, was 
part of Eden Youth Project's 
work scheme 'Be' which is fund- 
ed by the Bromley by Bow com- 
munity ward forum. 

Girls and young women got 
to try out street art and create 
campaign slogans while dis- 
cussing female rights. 

Coralie, 12, said: "As well as 
looking at some of the more 
comical things we didn't like 
about being girls, such as hav- 
ing to shave or sort out our hair, 
we explored more serious issues 
such as child brides, sexual as- 
sault and the high mortality rate 
amongst women giving birth in 
developing countries." 

She added: "We got to meet 
new girls from the area from dif- 
ferent cultures."

Rebecca, who also took part 
in the activities, said: "Being a 
girl means that we get treated 
differently and people think 
we aren't good enough for cer- 
tain things." 

During the workshop, Graffi- 
ti Life artists Iona and Rosie were 
on hand to teach art skills and 
helped participants create a piece 
for display at the Settlement. 

They also watched a video cre- 
ated by Plan International, a 


child poverty development or- 
ganisation. 

"In some parts of the world, 
growing up as a girl can mean 
being denied the right to go to 
school, being subjected to vio- 
lence or being married off as a 
child," said Tanya Barron, chief 
executive of Plan UK. 

"But if we all stand together, 
we can send a clear message 
that no girl should be denied those 
rights because of her gender." 


Eden Bow works with girls 
each Monday in its group called 
Gem, aimed at those in school 
years 6-8. For those in years 8- 
11, it is running more 'Be' holi- 
day activities. 

The next session, Be Safe, is 
being held between Thursday, 
October 30 and Saturday, 
November 1 at 2-spm at Fern 
Street Settlement.

OCEAN Somali Community 
Association is holding a confer- 
ence on female genital mutila- 
tion (FGM), as part of this year's 
Somali Week Festival.

A new place to 
meet the police

A NEW mobile police 
office will hit the streets 
this week, helping resi- 
dents to report crime and 
anti-social behaviour 
issues more easily. 

Funded by the council, it has 
a private meeting area for 
confidential conversations with 
officers. 

The office contains a laptop 
and iPad with Wi-Fi access so 
that any serious crimes can be 
reported immediately, and it has 
a display monitor, a CCTV 
control unit and an external LED 
screen which can show public 
information. 

Staff will also be able to 
administer first aid treatment 
as the vehicle will carry 


an automated electronic 
defibrillator and enhanced first 
aid kits. 

The vehicle can be mobilised 
quickly for events or to help 
police in emergency situations, 
and will be used to visit areas 
where crime is high but levels 
of reporting are low. 

Cllr Ohid Ahmed, cabinet 
member for community safety 
said: “We hope that the mobile 
office will provide an easy 
access point to the police for 
all the borough's residents 
beyond these initial surgeries, 
especially in crime hotspots 
and busy areas." 

The mobile police office will 
initially support the council's 
community safety surgery and 
walkabouts programme, which 
are being led by Cllr Ahmed, 


with police and partners. 

Surgeries and walkabouts 
are taking place in every 
ward of Tower Hamlets - with 
Cllr Ahmed and the borough's 
Safer Communities and 
Neighbourhood Policing 
teams listening to concerns of 
residents. 

Surgeries are due to take 
place fortnightly on Fridays 
from 9.30-io.3oam. The walk- 
abouts are held afterwards 
until i2noon. 

The next surgery takes place 
in Spitalfields & Banglatown on 
Friday, October 24 at Tesco 
Express, Whitechapel Road, Ei 
where the mobile police unit 
will be launched by Cllr Ahmed.

Building confidence 


A NEW employment pro- 
gramme is helping young 
people gain practical work 
experience and skills to 
build their confidence. 

The council is working with 
Gateway Housing Association 
and Sainsbury's to provide 
young people with two weeks 
of work experience at the super- 
market's Whitechapel store af- 
ter completing a short training 
and qualification course. 

The participants will finish 
with an accredited qualification 
from City and Guilds. 

The scheme is being piloted 
in an area identified as having 
high rates of anti-social behav- 
iour, and is targeting young 
people who are not in education, 
employment or training, known 
as NEETS. 


Cllr Oliur Rahman, deputy 
mayor and cabinet member 
for economic development, said: 
"We aim for the scheme not only 
to provide young people with 
useful work experience but also 
to gain confidence when apply- 
ing for future opportunities." 

To qualify, young people will 
need to undergo 12 hours of 
training.

Toynbee Hall plans growth 
using fiym lottery grant 


COMMUNITY organisa- 
tion Toynbee Hall is set to 
expand its work after 
receiving a £1.7 million 
grant from the Heritage 

Lottery Fund.

The Victorian ruling classes 
and their East End inventions 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


TOWARDS the end of the 1850s, 
essayist and art critic John Ruskin 
feared that the whole of rural 
England would soon disappear. 
With more than a hint of panic, he 
embraced the back-to-the-land 
movement alongside the likes of 
William Morris. 

Ruskin saw "the whole of the island... set 
as thick with chimneys as the masts stand 
in the docks". He feared a London with no 
trees or gardens, with corn grown upon the 
rooftops, and no room even for roads, with 
Londoners travelling in tunnels or by 
viaducts. With the sun blocked by smoke, 
man would work by gas lamp. 

Ruskin hated too the railways which had 
carved so brutally through old London 
neighbourhoods, displacing and destroy- 
ing many. But in truth he was suspicious 
of towns per se. Never mind that London 
had grown rich on trade and industry, agri- 
cultural labour was somehow superior to 
the industrial labour into which so many 
men and women had been forced. 

The Victorians loved the riches that 
came from trade but hated what it was do- 
ing to their once sylvan country. And 
while they needed plentiful factory fodder 
concentrated in the new cities (and the fod- 
der were happy to desert the home coun- 
ties for the plentiful jobs) they didn't 
much like how the working classes behaved, 
spoke, drank and fornicated when they got 
together in large numbers. 

Nowhere was the problem' of the work- 
ing man better (or worse) displayed than 
in that part of Middlesex that lay to the east 
of the City of London. 

In his excellent book, London's Shadows: 
The Dark Side of the Victorian City, Drew 
D Gray argues that in the latter years of the 
19th century the East End was "invented" 
by politicians, writers and ruling classes and 
then demonised. 

With a hefty dose of what we'd now call 
racism, it became a handy microcosm for 
all the ills of English society. 

Writer PJ Keating opined that the East End 
was the creation of 19th century novelists, 
reformers, journalists and others; "of Edward 
Denison, Samuel Barnett, Charles Booth, 
Walter Besant, Arthur Morrison and Jack 
the Ripper". And by the 1880s, the idea that 
the East End was synonymous with pover-

ty and crime was "rapidly taken up by the 
new halfpenny press, in the pulpit and the 
music hall". A Victorian periodical, Nine- 
teenth Century, declared the coverage "be- 
came a concentrated reminder to the 
public conscience that nothing to be found 
in the East End should be tolerated in a Chris- 
tian country". 

Visiting the East End in 1841, politician, 
philanthropist and social reformer Lord 
Shaftesbury made no attempt to hide his 
disgust - though it was with the conditions 
of living rather than the East Enders them- 
selves. He found "scenes of filth, discom- 
fort, disease. Such scenes of moral and 
mental ill... No pen or paint brush could de- 
scribe the thing as it is". 

Judgemental or not, it all added to the 
image of 'the East End' as a place of pic- 
turesque horror, and the smell of the place 
is mentioned time and again. 

Of course the stink trades were concen- 
trated here - the slaughterhouses, brew- 
eries, butchers and tanneries, and the 
people lived cheek by jowl with their 
work. The Poor Law report of 1838 succinctly 
identified the dangers. "Dwellings thickly 
crowded with inhabitants stand all around 
the slaughterhouses... in the passages, 
courts and alleys... opposite the street 
from the houses of which there are no drains 
into the common sewer". 

Little wonder than "fever of a fatal char- 
acter has been exceedingly prevalent". 
The fever - cholera - erupted every few 
years. Such epidemics caught the attention 
of those in the West End: disease was no 
respecter of social class, even if far more died 
in the Tower hamlets. 

The squalor was treated with humour 
(though few jokes age well over a centu- 



ry and a half). As Victoria Park was laid out, 
one contemporary paper jested that "the 
butchers of Whitechapel have resolved to 
christen it Hide Park, so as not to be behind 
the West End in gentility and fashion... they 
may easily have a 'Rotten Row' of their own". 

Of course today people argue about the 
bounds of the East End. Author Paul Begg, 
a student of Jack the Ripper, argues that in 
the 1880s it would probably be limited to 
the community "just within and just be- 
yond the eastern gates, primarily Spitalfields 
and Whitechapel". Alan Palmer limits the 
old East End to the boroughs of Hackney 
and Tower Hamlets, but admits it now prob- 
ably covers Shoreditch, Hoxton, Docklands 
and West and East Ham. 

But for Drew Gray, writing in London's 
Shadows: the Dark Side of the Victorian City, 
"the East End remains elusive, a construc- 
tion built from nearly two centuries of writ- 
ing". And that writing was overwhelmingly 
negative, though the plucky Cockney did 
redeem himself by getting bombed out of 
house and home during the Blitz. 

The raffish and risque Cockney charac- 
ter invented on the music hall stage by 
Marie Lloyd, Harry Champion, Charles

Coborn and the rest became (after losing 
the smutty jokes) the image of the East En- 
der given back to the world through news- 
reels, movies and radio. 

A construction certainly, but surely truer 
than the picture according to the novelist 
and historian Walter Besant - who seemed 
to declare that the East End and East En- 
ders didn't even exist. 

The East End was "a huge cultureless void". 
Two million lived there in the late 1800s 
in "an utterly unknown town [with] no in- 
stitutions... to speak of, no public buildings 
of any importance, no municipality, no gen- 
try, no carriages, no soldiers, no picture gal- 
leries, no theatres, no opera, they have 
nothing... Great men are not buried in its 
churchyards, which are not even ancient". 

Some of it was fair: the East End was woe- 
fully unserved by amenities the West took 
for granted, and the mid-i8oos onwards saw 
the belated provision of parks, schools, li- 
braries and public buildings. But there was 
plenty of theatre and even opera had Be- 
sant known where to look. The truth was 
though, that many outsiders didn't want 
to look too hard. Why would fashionable 
society want to look at what it had toler- 
ated in the name of industry and profit? 

Charles Booth did more than most to "lift 
the curtain” (as he put it) on the East End. 
He wrote: "East London lay hidden from 
view behind a curtain on which were paint- 
ed terrible pictures: starving children, suf- 
fering women, overworked men. Horrors 
of drunkenness and vice. Monsters and 
demons of inhumanity. Giants of disease 
and despair. Did these pictures truly rep- 
resent what lay behind?" 

Next week, we'll draw back the curtain 
and look at the communities of that East 
End... and how they were parodied, villified 
and even threatened with extinction.

OF the 1.3 million Freedom 
Pass users across London, 
about 860,000 holders 
will renew their passes 
between November and 
December - including 
14,891 in Tower Hamlets. 

Older people in the borough, 
whose Freedom Passes will 
expire on March 31 next year, 
will receive a letter in the 
coming weeks explaining the 
renewal process. 

The Freedom Pass allows 
older adults to travel for free on 
public transport across the 
capital - as well as on local bus 
services throughout England 
at certain times. 

Pass holders are being 
encouraged to renew online, 
which only takes a few minutes, 
but they may still renew by post 
using the form enclosed with 
their renewal letter. 

Freedom Passes cannot be re- 
newed at the Post Office. 

Once they have their renew- 


al number, people can renew 
their pass - but not before. 

As soon as a person receives 
their new pass it is ready to use, 
so there is no need to wait un- 
til the old one expires. 

Reminder letters should be re- 
ceived by the end of December. 

Anyone who has moved 
house and has not told London 
Councils their new address, 
should get in touch via 
www.freedompass.org or on 
0300 3301433 to ensure they 
receive the renewal details and 


continue to enjoy free travel. 

Passes are provided by 
London local authorities, with 
support from the mayor of Lon- 
don, to give older and disabled 
Londoners free travel on most 
public transport in the capital. 

Pass holders can travel during 
the morning peak, between 
4.30am and 9am on weekdays. 

Passes issued on the grounds 
of disabilities are not affected 
by this renewal process.

Crimson tide

THERE are 
still a few 
weeks left to see 
Blood Swept Lands 
and Seas of Red, a 
remarkable in- 
stallation of ce- 
ramic poppies at 
the Tower of Lon- 
don. On this short, 
history-packed 
walk you can also 
take a closer look 
at sections of 
London Wall, the 
atmospheric All 
Hallows by the 
Tower, and a 
giant hippopo- 
tamus in St 
Katharine 
Docks. 

From Tower Hill 
Tube station, step 
down to meet Em- 
peror Trajan (i);he 
was a notable 
soldier, prolific 
builder, and over- 
seer of the ex- 
panding Roman 
Empire from 98- 
117AD. His hand is 
held aloft, as if 
highlighting the 
surviving stretch 
of London Wall 
behind him, 
built at the end 
of the second 
century as part 
of a three-mile 
defence around 
Londinium. 

In the sub- 
way, fiery mu- 
rals depict the 
colourful his- 
tory of the 
Tower, its jew- 
els, ravens and 
monarchs. 
You emerge to 
a swathe of 
red at Blood 
Swept Lands

and Seas of Red (2). Ceramic artist Paul Cum- 
mins and stage designer Tom Piper have cre- 
ated this spectacular art installation - 
888,246 ceramic poppies curving and cas- 
cading around the Tower - to mark the cen- 
tenary of WWI. 

Each poppy represents a British military 
fatality during WWI. It's an evolving artwork; 
volunteers plant further batches daily un- 
til Armistice Day. The poppies are for sale on- 
line, with proceeds shared among six service 
charities, including Help for Heroes, SSAFA 
and the Royal British Legion. 

Head left, flanking the moat. Beyond the 
subway, the view opens out across St 
Katharine Docks. Opened in 1827, this dock 
was once a busy interchange, handling im- 
ports of tea, spices, ivory and wine. Today it's 
a tranquil haven, a place to stroll beside lux- 
ury yachts or enjoy a leisurely lunch. 

Until November 3, a giant wooden hippo 
- called HippopoThames (3) - created for the 
Thames Festival by Dutch artist Florentijn 
Hofman - adds a dash of humour to the dock 
scene. Hofman is renowned for oversized 




sculptures, such as his 26-metre yellow 
Rubber Duck, globe-trotting since 2007. 

Take the boardwalk, sloping down beside 
the old Thames sailing barges, with their 
distinctive red-brown sails. These flat- 
bottomed boats once transported sand, 
coal, grain and bricks along the shallow 
waters of the Thames estuary. 

Colourful abstracts by Dale Devereux 
Barker brighten up the end wall. Head right, 
around to the riverbanlc, where you'll see 
David Wynne's beautiful sculpture of a Girl 
with Dolphin dancing gracefully in the air. 

From here, there are views up to Tower 
Bridge (4), an iconic feature of London's sky- 
line. Bridge architect Horace Jones chose a 



Gothic medieval style to complement the 
Tower of London alongside. 

When Tower Bridge was completed in 1894, 
the constant flow of boats meant the bridge 
sometimes opened 20 times a day, and re- 
quired up to 80 staff. As the roadways lift- 
ed, horse manure would roll towards two 
shovellers, ready to be flung through small 
doorways still visible on the outer tower walls. 
Pedestrians used the high-level walkway to 
cross when the bridge was up. 

To the right of Dead Man's Hole - where 
corpses once washed up - you enter the sur- 
rounds of the Tower of London (5). This is one 
of Britain's most remarkable buildings - a 
one-time royal palace, state prison, fortress 
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and stronghold for the Crown Jewels. Initi- for miles around. Over the following three 
ated around 1080 by William the Con- centuries the Tower was expanded into the 
queror - as a power base and refuge - his formidable fortress we see today, 
central White Tower dominated the skyline The riverside buzzes all day with photo- 


snapping visitors, posing against a backdrop 
of City Hall, HMS Belfast and Traitor's 
Gate, the one-time river entrance for Anne 
Boleyn, Sir Thomas More and others sent for 
execution. 

The Tower is still garrisoned with soldiers 
and Yeoman Warders - or Beefeaters - who 
provide entertaining tours. Why Beefeaters? 
Because as members of the Royal Bodyguard, 
they were permitted to eat as much beef as 
they wanted from the king's table. 

Remember, Tower Hamlets residents get 
a very special deal: entrance is only £1 
(normally £22 for adults) if you present your 
Idea Store card and proof of address at the 
ticket office.

Beyond the main entrance gate, wire 
mesh lions stand poised, a reminder of the 
Royal Menagerie started here around 1200 
by King John. Slope up on the wide walk- 
way - taking a last glance at the poppies - 
and head left to All Hallows by the Tower ( 6 ). 

All Hallows is the oldest church in the City 
of London, founded in 675. A visit inside is 
richly rewarded; you'll see a Saxon archway, 
a Roman pavement in the crypt, pew-end 
sword rests, and model ships suspended in 
the nave. All Hallows has links with many 
notables, including William Penn, the 
founder of Pennsylvania, notorious Hang- 
ing Judge Jeffreys, and Samuel Pepys who 
watched the Great Fire of London from the 
church tower. 

After exploring inside, take the crossing 
to Trinity Square Gardens (7). This green was 
the site of the Tower Hill scaffold - where 
Tudor unfortunates met their end - and also 
serves as a war memorial to those from the 
Merchant Navy and fishing fleets with "no 
grave but the sea". Edwin Lutyens designed 
the WWI stone pavilion and the WWII 
semi-circular garden incorporates Seven 
Seas reliefs sculpted by Charles Wheeler. 

Leave the green by the northern gate. To 
the left, Ten Trinity Square ( 8 ) towers on high, 
built in 1922 as the Port of London Author- 
ity headquarters. Maritime connections 
continue next door with the offices of Trin- 
ity House (9), with its elegant neo-classical 
facade, topped by a golden ship weathervane. 
Granted a Royal Charter by Henry VIII in 1514, 
Trinity House is responsible for managing 
and maintaining lighthouses and buoys 
around the UK coastline. 

Skirt around into Coopers Row. Viscount 
Wakefield peers down from No 41 - he was 
instmmental in landscaping Tower Hill - and 
next door a blue plaque commemorates All 
Hallows' vicar Rev Philip 'Tubby' Clayton, who 
founded the international Christian fel- 
lowship, Toe H, from a WWI soldiers' club in 
Belgium. 

At the Grange City Hotel, nip through the 
covered driveway. An impressive section of 
London Wall (10) stands at the rear, sur- 
rounded by office buildings. The tall Kentish 
ragstone wall reveals signs of staircases and 
arrow-slit windows; it was a daunting 
prospect for would-be invaders. 

From here, retrace a few steps and you're 
back at Tower Hill Tube station, the end of 
your walk.

NOTHING says 'good evening' quite 
like the dry, cold rattle of a cocktail 
shaker. Frankly this place had me at 
‘hello’ from the munificent cocktail 
waiter who leads us to our table to 
the hushed ambience and polished 
service. 

One Canada Square restaurant is smart 
with a capital S. All the sparkling chrome 
and subdued lighting has me excited be- 
fore we even see the menus. It's a mash- 
up between Art Deco design and Gecko's 
Wall Street apartment. I nearly camped out 
in the bathroom it was so gorgeous, leav- 
ing me with terrible tile envy. 

It's a great, tempting, smorgasbord of a 
menu, ricocheting from Great British to Thai 
inspired dishes that leave our mouths 
watering. 

Bread and home-churned butter was a 
lovely starting touch and I managed to 
plough through it with some decomm, only 
because I kept on being distracted by the 
dangerously close open wine fridge flank- 
ing our table. 

My starter of salted peaches and fennel 
salad was beauty in the eye of any beholder. 
I had to sit on my hands to avoid taking a 
photo. 

Smugly sitting back thinking I'd won 
hands down, I was brought up short with 


the silver fox's brie croquettes. Fried cheese! 
Anyone who denies loving cheese that's 
fried I'd treat with the same suspicion as 
someone saying they don't like puppies. 

My main of smoked haddock and salmon 
fishcake atop a generous portion of spinach, 
floated, nay sailed, on a sea of beurre blanc. 
If I had my way beurre blanc would be on 
the NHS, preferably IV drip administered. 

The silver fox's scallop and prawn burg- 
er was umame-tastic, blended with Thai 
flavours and served alongside a hefty /heav- 
enly portion of French fries. 


Service was friendly and affable, making 
us feel welcome and cared for throughout. 

Two ate two courses each plus sank a bot- 
tle of rather wonderful Sauvignon for just 
over £50 including service. 

The menu is high end and priced to 
match, but there are some great deals, 
including set menus before 7.30pm for £15 
for two courses or £20 for three including 
a glass of wine.

Ingredients 

rosemary and thyme 

1 tin red kidney beans Quarter tsp salt 

1 medium onion White pepper 

Scarborough Fair herb mix - 1 tsp olive oil 
chopped parsley, sage, Water 


Method 

1. Dice the onion, finely sprin- 
kle with pepper and half the salt. 

2. Cover the bottom of a frying 
pan with water, half a cen- 
timetre deep and bring to the 
boil. Add the onions and let 
them cook for a few minutes. 
Add half of your Scarborough 
Fair herb mix and stir. 

3. Allow to cook until the onions 
are transparent. Drain and wash 
the kidney beans and add to the 
pan. Stir the ingredients while 
cooking. Add the remaining herbs. 


4. As the water evaporates, add 
a little more so the mixture does 
not burn. You may have to add 
water several times. The beans 
are cooked when easy to squash. 

5. Add the last of the salt. Re- 
move from the heat when there 
is very little water left in the pan. 
Add the olive oil. 

6 . Use a wand blender or a pota- 
to masher make into a pate. 

7. Use warm for nachos, or al- 
low to cool in ramekins for use 
as a pate.

Keep warm and 
save your cash

THE council has been com- 
mended for an initiative 
which helps homeless peo- 
ple leaving hospital to 
find accommodation in 
their home borough. 

The Routes to Roots project re- 
ceived a commendation at the 
Andy Ludlow Homelessness 
Awards last week. 

Provided by homelessness 
charity Providence Row, the 
scheme was designed by the 
council and works with pa- 
tients who are approaching 
the end of their hospital stay and 
supports them to return to their 
home borough on discharge. 

As well as reducing the num- 
ber of patients whose discharge 
is delayed, it prevents hospital 
bed-blocking and minimises 
the number of patients who are 
discharged to the street and 
to insecure or inappropriate 
accommodation. 

Patrick was treated at the 
Royal London Hospital in 
Whitechapel for chronic ob- 
structive pulmonary disease 
and was put in touch with the 
Routes to Roots service when 
they discovered he was home- 
less. He was secured temporary 
housing in Hackney, an area he 
knows well. 


Speaking about the Provi- 
dence Row support worker who 
helped him, Patrick said: "Pauli- 
na came to the hospital to see 
me every couple of days. She's 
been my mentor ever since. She 
took all my details and she helped 
me to sort out somewhere to 
stay when I left the hospital.” 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: "I 
am proud that Tower Hamlets' 
work with the homeless is a 


beacon for London, and the rest 
of the country. 

"This is an important project, 
and the impact this has on 
people's lives is immeasurable. 
I would like to congratulate 
everyone involved for their hard 
work and dedication.” 

Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet 
member for housing and devel- 
opment, said: "This project is tru- 
ly inspirational - making sure

that the people who end up in 
Tower Hamlets because of med- 
ical reasons are helped and 
supported to return back to 
their roots. 

"I want to extend a big well 
done to all who have worked on 
this, because they have made a 
huge impact on the lives of 
many vulnerable people.” 

The Andy Ludlow Homeless- 
ness Awards are organised by 
the London Housing Founda- 
tion, London Councils on behalf 
of the capital's boroughs, and 
Shelter. 

The awards are named after 
a former director of housing and 
social services at Haringey 
Council who died suddenly of 
a brain haemorrhage, aged 51. 
He believed in developing close 
links between housing and so- 
cial services. 

The awards are the country's 
leading homelessness awards 
with prize money awarded to 
organisations that demonstrate 
innovative and creative solutions 
for tackling homelessness in the 
capital.

THE National House Build- 
ing Council has provided 
some advice to help keep 
heating costs down this 
winter. 

There are many simple things 
you can do to reduce your gas and 
electric usage but keep your 
home warm at the same time. 

Service your heating system 
- all central heating boilers 
should be serviced and safety 
checked at least once a year by 
a Gas Safe registered engineer. 
If your boiler is old, consider an 
upgrade - according to the En- 
ergy Saving Trust, a new A- rat- 
ed condensing boiler can save up 
to £305 a year on heating bills. 

Room temperature controls - 
a thermostat should be set at be- 
tween i8°C and 2i°C, and by in- 
stalling thermostatic radiator 
valves you can set different tem- 
peratures in different rooms, ac- 
cording to individual preference. 

Check your radiators - if a 
radiator is warm at the bottom 
but cool at the top, it could 
mean there is air in the system, 


which may require bleeding. 

Loft insulation - insulating 
your loft is a simple, inexpen- 
sive and effective way to reduce 
energy waste and lower your 
heating bills. 

Floor and skirting boards - 
make sure that your house is 
free of draughts. Cold air can eas- 
ily filter through floorboards and 
skirtings so check for gaps and 
fill them in. 

Letterboxes - installing a let- 
terbox draught excluder that fits 
on the inside of the front door 
is an inexpensive easy DIY job. 

Windows - energy-efficient 
glazing keeps homes warmer, 
allowing less heat to be lost. 

Use curtains to retain heat - 
it's important to try to get sun- 
light into the home during the 
day but as dusk falls, remember 
to close curtains to retain heat 
and reduce the need for addi- 
tional heating.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit
